NO FEAR OF INTERFERENCE,

The long pending fistic encounter between Jim Corbett. of 
San Francisco, Cal., and Chariey Mitchel, of London, Engiand, 
nas @t last been arranged, and the two famous prize ring glad! 
ators will battie according to ‘*Pollce Gaz-tte”’ rules in Jack- 
souville, Fia., under the auspices of the Duval Athletic Club, 
on January 26 tor a purse of $20.000 and the boxing champlon- 
ship ofthe world It has taken pearly tiree weeks to arrange 
a match 

On Nov 144 meeting was held atthe Gedney House, New 
York, between Mitchell, William Brady, Corbett’s manager, 
and Henry Mason, of Jacksunvilie. Mitchel! was represented 
by Ike Thompson, the well-known Dbovkinaker, and Billy 
Thompson, of Australia. The meeting was held with closed 
doursgand the only other persons present were Joe Vendig 
(Crrcuiar Joe) Wm. E. Harding, tho sporting editor of the 
roucKk GaZeTTK, wiw was present by the invitation of the 
Duval C.ud representative, to assiet in arranging tne match; 
H 8B. Uackett and Dan Smith, of tue New Yours Herald 

Acticies of ayreement aimost identical with tivee recently 
forsarded to New Orieans were spread upon the table. Besides 
an instrument bearing the signatures of two prominent mer 
Chants of the town In Question, guaranteeing protection to the 
principals before aud «after the figit, was exhibited. 

Nor was thisall, Mr. Mason had in his inside pocket $5,000, 
which he offered to divide between Mitchel: and Corbett as soon 
as the papers were properiy signed, 

The articies of agreement were read. There was a clause 
that if (he contest was vexinuing to be brutal, that the referee 
shou.d have the power to step it and declare the boxer having 
the b stofitthe winner Thuis clause was struck out, it being 
decided that a referee had no power to step acontest. Alter the 
articles were read by Jue Vencig, Mitchell perused the protocol 
and appeared satistied with the conditions, but he wanted to 
know ifthe Duval Ciub was responsible, and who was to hold 
the money. The representative of the Duval Club stated that 
he was satisfied to deposit the money wiih the POLICE GazEeTT« 
Mitchell said Richard K Fox suited iim, but Manager Brauy 
suid bw was sati-fled withthe POLICE GaZkeTTE hiding the tur- 
felt money, Dut that he wanted the purse posted with the ref- 
eree 

The question then came up in regard to who should be the 
referee. A! Smith, Jere Dunn, Wm. E Uarding and John 
Duffy of New Or 64-8, were named, but the mtter was dropped 
because it was lutinared that neither AlSmithorWm E Hard 
Ing would acespt Brady, who was in « hurry, was ready to siga, 
but Mitchell stated that he would not sign any articles in New 
York Siate, of even leave the Stare to sign articles because he 
did not want to be amenable to the law. He said ifhe could 
find out thatthe contest coud be brought off in Jacksonville 
that he weuld go there to meet Corbett. 

Joe Vendig said Phil Dwyer, the turfman, wou'd guarantee 
the responsibliity of the parties who were giving the purse 
Mitchel) said if Phil Dwyer said everything would be ali right 
he would agree to meet Corbett, but not on Jan. 4, avy time be- 
Mitchell then asked Mr. 
Mason where*the purse was. Mason sald he had the certified 
checks with him ready to put up as soon as the articles of agree- 
ment had been signed. 

The newspaper men who were present, at the suggestion of 
Manager Brady, were then asked to leave the reom, as well ax 
all parties net directly interested. A secret meeting was held 
between Mitchell, Brady awl the Duval Ciub represeutative. 
What arrangements were made or discussed only the parties 
themselves aré aware of. 

Proceeding to the Hoffman Mouse, Mitchell and Ike Thomp- 
son found Phil Dayer and Mr. Mason. For perhaps an hour 
they talked over the match. Later on Brady had another talk 
with the Britis! champion who asked that Jan. 25 be substi- 
tuted for Jan, 4, a» the date of the contest. One more wrangie. 
Bra ly said Corbett would lose a ton of money If he threw up his 
ho.lday dates. Finally Mirchell announced bis uitimatum. 

* I wil Ogi before the Duval Athietic Club,” he said, in the 
presence of so great a crowd that Billy Edwards and Detective 
dacobs began to think of election times. “Ili Gzht him on Jan. 
25. [have net $5 000 of iny own Lo put up as & guarantee of my 
appearance in the ring. D. H. Blanchard, of Boston, holds $10,- 
ovo of mine. Half of that will suit nicely for my guarantee, 
[il bet Corbett the balance I whip him, and there you are.” 

Brady warmed up at once, and tried to make @ better ar- 
rangement, from his point of view. But Mitchell was obdurate. 
Rising from his chair, Brady exclaimed excitedly: 

* Well, we'll nccept that prepesition or any other proposition 
you may choose ty make, Mr. Mitchell.” 

“Good,” remarked Mitchell. 

*And what's more,” cried the highstrung manager for the 
other side, “I's bet you $1,000 to-morrow that you don’t get in 
the ring with Corbett.” 

Mitchell amiled at this and suggested that the money be put 
upalones. Ike T..ompson hove in sight and offered to make 
such a bet with Brady several times, 

“Dilaccommodate you,” said Corbett’s manager, “and I shall 
have @& proviso that If there is any police Interference and I 
du not preve positively that Mitchell caused it, I'll lose my 
money.” 

By this time everybody in the cafe was listening to the argu- 
ment, and it was thought advisable that an adjournment be 
taken 

No articles were signed, but before many days they will be 
if Mitchell keeps his word. 

As fistic matters now stand the men will fight at the Jackson- 
ville Cinb on the evening of Jan. 25 next. The cinb will given 
purse of $20.000, and as soon as articles are signed will pay 
Mitchell and Corbett $2,600 each for training and traveling ex- 
penases, 

Of the $20,000 stake now in the hands of Dave Bianchard. the 
Boston sporting man, $10000 will be drawn down—$5 000 by 
each man, This will be dene at Mitchell's request 

When the meeting broke up Mitchell and Brady explained 
their views freely and each gave it as their distinct opinion that 
the other side wasn’t on the level. 

“That man will never get in the ring with Corbett,” said 
Brady. **You’. see, you'li see,” and as he vanished up Broad- 
way he waved his arm in the alr and repeated, ‘‘you’ll see.” 

~Toat man Brady has been making cracks at me ever since I 
came to this country.” said Mitchell te Lis croup of bystanders. 
‘I'd like to know what I’ve dene to mike him think I'm afraid 
te meet his man. I simply want my rights” 

There Is likely to bea hitch on the question of referee. Mit- 
chell says he will agree to Al Sith or Georze Siler. Brady 
says Mr. Smith won't agree to referee, Dut the opinion of the 
sports uptown was that he would yield rather than break up the 
Aght. 

Mitchell says he will not allow the referee to enter the ring. 

“You can't find anything in thernles which sass the referee 
must be in the ring,” said the Eniishman, ‘‘and if both men 
were tired a referee might be an important factor in settling the 
fight.

In case of a dead heat in «4 selling race 
owners can divide, but both horses must be sold, the surplus 
over the sel ing price to be divided between the third horse anid 
the association, Any party offering to or entering into an 
agreement or a consideration to bid or not to bid on a horse 
winning a selling race shall be ruled off. The fee toa jockey in 
races of $50) te the winner stall be #5 fora bh sing mount and 
$15 fcr a winning Mount; in all other races, in ths absence of « 
special agreement, $10 for the losing mount and $25 for a win- 
ning mount Any person offering a jockey more than the fee 
provided by the rules, «xXerpt through his employer, may be 
fined or ruled off, and any J ckey accepting or demanding more

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O'DONNELL AND GODFREY FIGHT A DRAW. 

The glove fight between Steve O'Donnell, of Australia, and 
George Godfrey, the clever culored boxer of Boston, Mass. , was 
decided recentiy in the Metropole Club, Providence, KR LI 

The contest was only to be 6 rounds, and it was stipulated 
that one man must have a decided advantage to be deciared 
the winner. The men fought for the gate receipts, and Jesse 
Brown officiated as referee. 

About 8:45 the pugiiists appeared in the ring, Godfrey being 
attended by h's brother Jim and John Ferrall, Ike Weir acted 
as timekeeper. O'Donnell was esquired by Mike Sears of 
Lewiston, Prof Whitford Jack Finnerty and Mike Haley. His 
timekeeper was James Duiy. 

Time was calied at 9 uo'clock, After a few seconds of cautious 
sparring Godfrey landed the left on the face, but was countered 
light y on the side of the head. 

The Austraiian feinted until he drew Godfrey, and as the lat 
ter came at him O'Donnell jabbed him in the nose. This seemed 
to anger Godirey, and, rushing in, he smashed O'Donnell on 
the kidneys with the right. 

Alter an exchange at close quarters Godfrey reached the ribs 
with the right and the blow made O'Donnell wince. The latter 
“fiddled away” for a tew seconds anid then Jabbed Godfrey tn the 
nose and mouth, but O'Donnell received sume good * rib-roast- 
ers’ at close quarters 

ROUND 2—Godfrey seemed to be encouraged with the showlig 
he made in the first round, and he fereed the pace, but he 
was neatly countered when he led, The Australian acain tried 
te land one of his favorite jabs, but fell short and Godfrey 
reached the face with the right and @ second later Jabbed O'- 
Donnell in the mouth with the left A hot exchange then oc- 
cured. After getting Jabbed twice in the mouth Godfrey jabbed 
O'Donneli’s mouth with the left, and when O'Donnell tried to 
retaliate Gedir.y countered him hard on the cherk bone with 
the right, and raising a iump and dazging O'Donnell. 

ROUND 3—The triends of O'Donnell thought he had been lay- 
ing back in the previeus rounds, and his determined look when 
he left his corner caused them to think that he was going to an- 
nihilate Godfrey the same way he did Cattanach. He may have 
started ont with that idea, but when he receivod another right 
counter pn the sere cheek bone he changed! his mind. He did 
not appear to make any effort after that. while Godirey Jabbed 
him several times fn the mouth and nose, and rec ived only a 
few tight returns. Near the close of the round the colered man 
reached the Australian's face with both right and left 

ROUND 4—A sharp jab on the nose by O' Donnell signalized the 
opening of the round. 

Godfrey then tried with the left, but O'Donnell clever'y avoid 
ed it and sent his left on the face. In his next essay Godtrey 
reached the ribs, but was countered hard on the face, and a 
second later received a right on the ribs. 

The Australian worked Godfrey up into a corner and resumed 
his jabbing, and received only a light counter In return. The 
Australian then rattled Godfrey a bit with a jabon the nose

RownpD 5--O' Donnell again cansed the hopes of his friends to 


fall by his work in this round He acted as if he was holding 
back to the final reund.
